Frankfurter Disagrees

lates than e\er l>efo:e. 


Nor was the t'>.pio--on limited 


to Ji;?-ice Fehx Franklinter v.ho. 
c^cifzreeing. sa:d it was no: the 
lower court which had mi.-under- 
s:<xxi but 
the Supreme Court 


\'.i::ch was revering i'.self and, 
in effect, him. too. 


But Monday's action is bound 


to ancer n;ral politicians — in 
Congress ar.d the states — against 
the court a? they see. or think 
t-'cy see, power s::rr-:r:2 from 
them as a rc:?u:: of the action. 


Mo>: stare Ic^L^'atures today 


s:e domina'.ed by rurai senators 
and representa;ives. In theory, 
almost every state mu>t reappor- 
tion. or redistrict. periodically for 
representation in the legislature. 


Power Monopoly 


This is to pre\en: any group of 


vcrers. rural or urban, from cet- 
r.rz a monopoly on power in a 
legislature by having more rep- 
resertaf.ves ar.n senators there 
than their numbers entitle them 
to. 


In practice the theory is ig- 


rs"red. Rural lawmakers keen a 
firm grip on the power they got 
years sso when the population of 
c;ries was smaller snd the rural 
population proportionately laraer 
than now. 


Tennessee is an example- Us 


fate constitution calls on the leg- 
islature to require a census of 
cuahfred voters every 10 years 
and then, based on these find- 
ir;s. reapportion the senators 
and representatives. But the Ten- 
ressee Legislature hasn't cone 
this in 61 years. 


Tennessee Case 


The result: Tennessee's rural 


population, despite the growth of 
cr.-es. dominates the legislature 
as it did m I90i. But the federal 
Constitution guarantees all citi- 
zens equal protection of the laws. 


A group of Tennessee citizens, 


backed by some city rnavors. ar- 
g'.ed they are being denied their 
cor.s'iriniona! rights and appealed 
to a three-man federal district 
court to straighten out the legis- 
lature. 


For the federal courts to get 


embroiled with one state legisla- 
ture in a case like this could in- 
volve Htisation and manv states 


for years, cries that the federal 
court was extending its authority 
too far, and attacks on the court 
for years by politicians. 


The three district court judges. 


believing all previous Supreme 
Court opinions had been against 
interienng in a situation like this, 
threw the suit out. although sig- 
nificantly they agreed the Ten- 
nessee Legislature had violated 
the state's constitution. 


They could well remember a 


famous and often-cited case in 
l!*46. involving the Illinois Legis- 
lature, 
when Frankfurter had 


said: "Courts ouaht not to enter 
the political thicket. The remedy 
for unfairness in districting is to 
secure state lesislatures that will 
apportion properly, or to invoke 
the ample powers of Congress." 


But the Tennessee voters, re- 


fusing to be beaten, appealed to 
the Supreme Court, where Mon- 
day a majority ruled: Sure, the 
court can step into a case hke 
th:s. It said the lower court had 
made a mistake in thinking it 
couldn't. Instead of giving a de- 
cision pointing out what the Ten- 
nessee Legislature should do. the 
Supreme Court sent the case back 
to the lower court to be tried. 


Frankfurter Enraged 


But the attack on this decision, 


already starting in Congress, be- 
2an first in the Supreme Court 
itseif. Frankfurter cut loose on 
the majority in just about the 
most overheated, acidulous and 
fiamboyant !angua2e this writer 
can remember 
reading in Su- 


preme Court opinions in almost 
2u years. 


He called the majority opinion, 


which made mincemeat out of his 
desire to stay out of the "political 
thicket." a "massive repudiation 
of the experience of our whole 
cast in asserting cestructively 
novel judicial power." 


"It may well impair the,court's 


position as the ultimate organ of 
the "supreme law of the land' in 
that varf range of lesai problems, 
often strongly entansled in popu- 
lar feelings, on which this court 
must 
pronounce." 
Frankfurter 


said. 


Just The Start 


That's just the start. Frankfurt- 


er sizzles when he gets warmed 
up. a colorful demonstration that 
the spht which hss been growing 
in the court for years never was 
wider.

.T;.5".:ce John Marshall Harlan. 


agreeing with Frankfurter, let go 
at tr.e majority. Justice Potter 
Stewart, on the majority side, 
teed off or. Harlan. 


Justice Tom Clark, also with 


the majority, first criticized the 
majority for not handling the case 
ir..-:ead of bunting it back to the 
lower court, then accused Harlan 
of "chasing rabbits" and took a 
verbal belt at Frankfurter.

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Primary Election Laws Need Revision 


Changes in election laws often com* 


slowly because politicians are willing to 
work with the clumsy and difficult regula- 
tions which they know rather than accept 
new regulations which may bring prob- 
lems they have never dreamed of. Not 
many years ago Wisconsin adopted the 
presidential primary election law which 
.requires delegates to vote for the candi- 
date to which they are pledged until re- 
leased by the candidate or until the candi- 
date receives less than 10 per cent of the 
total vote cast in the convention. 


This provision was intended to keep the 


delegate in line and attending to the Wis- 
consin elector business rather than playing 
politics on his own at the convention. How- 
ever, experience has shown that the restric- 
tion prevents any manipulation by the del- 
egates. In recent years, the election has 
been made by the convention before Wis- 
consin delegates were in any position to do 
any bargaining. 
And such bargaining 


oftentimes has proved to be of value to the 
state. 


At the recent se??«on of the legisla- 


ture, z law was adopted which would have 
required the delegates to support the can- 
didate to whom they were pledged only on 
the first ballot. 
However, this bill was 


vetoed by Gov. Xelson. Thus the problem 
of a new primary law still is with us. 


For some reason or other, people of 


"Wisconsin have a notion that it is liberal 
and indicates confidence in the people to 
operate under the open primary- law. Wis- 
consin voters are not required to register 
by parties. At the primary election, vot- 
ters may support candidates of either 
party. When one party has a close con- 
test for an important office and the other 
has practically no contest it is common 


The U.N. Is Limited 


There is some merit to the charges by 


Sen. Jackson that the United States gov- 
ernment has relied too heavily upon the 
United Nations in its efforts to bring peace 
and freedom to the world. 


We do not think for a minute that the 


administrations of Presidents Truman. Eis- 
enhower and Kennedy ever have conceived 
of the U.X. as the only instrument for glob- 
al justice and an end to war. The flaws in 
the U.X. have been too apparent except 
in the brief rosy days immediately follow- 
ing the signing of the U.N. Charter in San 
Francisco. As soon as the Soviet Union 
showed that it had no intention of allow- 
ing the Eastern European nations to choose 
governments in free and honest elections, 
the hanthvriting became clear. An organ- 
ization like the U.X., with equal votes for 
all. cannot achieve peace and freedom any 
more than a police commission which 
grants representation to the Mafia can 
wipe t)ut the rackets. 


But the efforts of all three administra- 


tions has been to use the U.X.. as far as 
v.-e have been able to influence the rest of 
the world, to our conception of man's rela- 
tionship to man. Sen. Jackson says there 
has been too much importance placed up- 
on our delegation at the U.X. In past years. 
•we would say. there was too little impor- 
tance attributed to the job. It took Hen- 
ry Cabot Lodge to emphasize his position 
at the U.X. through his unremitting battles 
\vith the Soviet delegates. 
And Adlai 


Stevenson has consistently upheld the role. 
The U.S. delegation to the U.X. is faced 
vdth the responsibility of showing the

Xi>:on. Later, however, in the presiden- 
tial election Xixon won with 895,175 votes 
to Kennedy's 830,825. 
Quite obviously 


the Republicans were in the Democratic 
primary' influencing the choice of the 
Democratic party. This flaw in the Wis- 
consin election law could be corrected by 
requiring voters to register by parties. 


It would end once and forever the ar- 


gument that has gone on in Wisconsin for 
many weary years over the interference of 
voters of one party in the primaries of the 
other party. 
It undoubtedly would also 


provide for better candidates in most elec- 
tions. Voters, not realizing that elections 
in America are held on a party system, 
often claim that they should have the right 
to vote m both primaries. In Wisconsin 
they do not have that right but they have 
something akin to it in the open primary 
which permits them to vote in the primary 
on one party ticket and to support the 
other ticket in the fall. 


If the legislature should take up the 


primary election law again it would do well 
to give some thought to this problem which 
must be settled before the party system 
can function properly.

The United Xations. as President Ken- 


nedy pointed out, is only one of many 
ways in which the United States tries to 
meet its international goals. Obviously 
XATO is the organization most specifical- 
ly involved in defense. But our delegates 
at the U.X.. while having no chance of con- 
verting the Communists, do have the op- 
portunity to win us more friends and allies 
around 
the world 
particularly 
in the 


emerging former colonies. 


Both critics and advocates of the U.X. 


should understand exactly what it can do 
and what it cannot. As Richard Xixon said, 
tightening up the financial requirements 
upon 
member nations will serve to 


strengthen rather than weaken the U.X. 
But considering the United Xations as 
either the or.ly means of world salvation or 
a threat to United States sovereignty is 
shortsighted and erroneous besides.

state. The delegates are Frank T. Perlich. 
D-Bessemer. a former sheriff of Gogebic 
County: William P. Pellow of Bessemer, 
and Joseph Sablich of Caspian, both Dem- 
ocrats, and Cliff Perras of Xadeau. a Re- 
publican. The Upper Peninsula must se- 
cede, the delegates claim, because of "the 
selfishness and blind prejudice" of the 
people in the Lower Peninsula who refuse 
to permit wide open-gambling in the north. 


The delegates contend 
that surveys 


conducted in Upper Peninsula newspapers 
recently indicated that most of- the resi- 
dents favor gambling which the delegates 
contend is the only possible way out of the 
area's economic bind. They say the-trou- 
-ble is due to the exhaustion of natural re- 
sources including copper and iron ore and 
partly due to the discovery of competing 
ore deposits in Africa- and Canada. 


"We are desperate; every month or so 


another mine closet," Perlich said. "We be- 
lieve that setting up a new industry— 
gambling "— 'just like Nevada's' would 
stimulate business such as grocery stores, 


motels, clothing stores and fuel supply 
houses."'
